SHIPPING ACT, 1880, at 
Short Title and Commencement. 
1. These rules may be cited as ‘“ The Court of Survey Rules 
for Bengal,” and shall come into force on the 21st September 1881. 2 
Interpretation. j 


2, In these rules— 


“The Act” means “The Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1880.” 
*‘ Section ” means a section of the Act. 

“Court” means “ Court of Survey.” 

“ Judge”? means “ Judge of the Court of Survey.” 

«“ Porm” means “ form in Schedule A appended to these rules.” 


Publication of Rules, 


8. A copy of these rules shall be kept at the office of the Judge, at the Custom 
House and at the Port Office, at each port to which section 7 is extended, and shall be 
open to inspection by any one applying therefor at any time within office hours. 

4. A copy of these rules shall be furnished, together with the order of detention, to. 
the master of every ship provisionally detained under section 7. ' 


Notice of Appeal. 


5. When the owner or master of a ship, hereinafter called the appellant, desires 
to appeal to the court, he shall file at the office of the Judge a notice, in duplicate, in’ 
Form No. 1.

as soon as may be, fix a day for the hearing of the appeal or reference, and shall give — 
notice of the time and place of hearing in Form No. 4 to the local Government an ‘ 
the appellant, or, in the case of a reference under section 10, to the owner or 0 
the ship provisionally detained, and summon the Assessors by an order in Form No. 5:
